INTRODUCTION. 

Ch. I. on the Eeport {e) of the Chancery Funds Commissioners, made in 
the year 1864, being distinguished by an asterisk. 

1. The office of the Accountant-General of the Court of Chancery 
is abolished, and her Majesty's Paymaster-General is substituted 
for him (/). The Paymaster-General's office for Chancery busi- 
ness is termed the " Chancery Pay Office," and his account at the 
Bank of England on behalf of the Court of Chancery, the " Chan- 
cery Pay Office Account" (^). 

2. The Consolidated Fund is rendered liable to make good to 
the suitors of the Court of Chancery all money and securities in 
Court {h). 

3*. Provisions are introduced regulating the mode in which 
orders dealing with funds in Court are to be intituled (z), the 
mode in which the amount dealt with, and the source whence it- 
arises, is to be expressed (k), and the order framed (Z), and how the 
period of computation and rate of interest payable under an order 
is to be defined (m).

10*. The range of securities capable of being deposited in 
Court in the same manner as Exchequer bills has been extended, 
and in future such securities will not be required to be placed in 
in a box, and the box deposited at the Bank {t). 

11*. Dividends, as well as principal payable in respect of 
securities in Court, will be received by one of the cashiers 
of the Bank (u), and, in the case of securities transferable 
by delivery, without requiring as hitherto that the box containing 
them should be delivered out for the purpose of enabling the divi- 
dends or principal to be received, thus avoiding the expense of the 
delivery out and re-deposit of the box (x). 

12. Money ordered to be paid to persons entitled in their own 
right, may be paid to their personal representatives, where such

13. Stock may be converted into cash more expeditiously and

According to the former practice of the Court, money, securi- 
ties, and effects could (except in a few cases) be brought into 
Court only under an order for that purpose (a) ; now, however, 
they may be brought in on a direction to be obtained from the Pay- 
master-General without any order, unless they have been directed 
to be brought in by an order, or consist of money 9r securities 
payable or transferable into Court in pursuance of an Act of 
Parliament, or a general order of the Court by which some parti- 
cular authority is required to enable the payment or transfer to 
be made ; the direction of the Paymaster-General is obtained on 
the written request of the person desirous of bringing in the 
money or securities, or of his solicitor; but no money or securities 
are to be brought in upon a direction so obtained to a separate 
account in a cause (except to a security for costs' account), unless 
such separate account has been directed to be opened by an 
order (ft). 

When it is intended to bring money, securities, or effects {c)

THE COURT OF CHANCERY (fUNDS) ACT, 1872 (35 & 36 VIC. C. 44). 

An Act to abolish the office of Accountant-General of the High 
Court of Chancery in England^ and to amend the law respect- 
ing the investment of money paid into that Court, and the 
security and management of the moneys and effects of the suitors 
thereof.

out depriving them of the right to require the investment thereof 
at any time on their own behalf and at their own risk {a) ; 

And whereas it is expedient to provide for the establishment of 
such deposit account: 

Be it enacted by the Queen's most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows ; (that is to say,)

The Right Honorable Rotindell Baron Selbome, Lord High 
Chancellor of Great Britain, with the concurrence of the Commis- 
sioners of Her Majesty's Treasury, doth hereby in pursuance of the 
powers contained in "The Court of Chancery (Funds) Act, 
1872 " (a), and of every other power enabling him in that behalf, 
make the following rules : — 

1. The Court of Chancery (Funds) Act, 1872, shall come into Rule 1. 
operation on the 7th day of January, 1873 (b), and these rules ^f''™^®^'^'^®''* 
shall come into operation on the same day, (which day is in these Euies.

I, THE Right Honorable Roundell Baron Selborne, Lord High 
Chancellor of Great Britain, intrusted by virtue of Her Majesty 
the Queen's Sign Manual with the care and commitment of the
